At police headquarters his lawyer 


explained that Mr. Insull is suffer- 
ing from heart trouble, and asked 
that if it were necessary to detain 
him he be taken to a hospital. 
The public attorney,.however, di- 


rected that Mr. Insull 
be held at 
police headquarters for tonight. He 
appointed two physicians to exam- 
ine Mm and report 
tomorrow at 


which tune he will decide where 
the American will remain during 
the extradition proceedings. 
It seemed.likely, because of Ms 
ill-health and 
his advanced age, 


, (Mr. InsuE is 73) that he would be 


permitted to go to a hospital. 
jWhen he "was arrested and taken 
put of the hotel by the back way, 
Mr. Insull seemed upset. After the 
brief proceedings at headquarters 
he appeared to be feeling 
better, 


but he declined to discuss his case. 
- The American was taken into 
custody by-the Athens police just 
afternoon today in compliance with 
an order of the' court of appeals 
which held'an application from Le- 
land B. Morris, the American nrm- 
•-ister, for extradition.

Gazette. 
The American legation announc- 
ed it would immediately forward a 
warrant and other documents in 
support of yesterday's note, and 
these would show the grounds upon 
which Illinois wished to gain cus- 
tody of the prisoner. 


Before he was arrested Insull ap- 


peared to newspapermen to^ be ner- 
vous, and he complained of not 
feeling very well. 


After the police commissioner of 


Athens had called on liim and he 
had been officially declared under 
arrest, Insull had this to say: 
"Apart from police surveillance, 


there is such a thing as surveillance 
of newspapermen, from which no 
one can escape." 
He made this statement just after 


his attorney had announced he 
would seek to keep his client in a 
hotel room under police surveill- 
-ance. 
Insull was in Ms hotel room 
when Police Director Courtsour- 
maris and several plainclothesmen 
arrived. He greeted the 
officers 
very cordially, and after an interval 
they requested him to go with the 
-director. 
They explained that the formality 


of his arrest must be completed, but 
in conformity with the desire of the 
authorities, would show respect 
for the prisoner's age.

low tariff of 1914 menaced business 
of the factory and a depression, 
staved off by the war, threatened 
to spread through the community, 
the advertisement stated.

Broughton asked in his letter. "The 
Aluminum 
Goods Manufacturing 


company in 1914 had assets of ?2,- 
054,138 and a capital stock of $625,- 
200, and that year when there was 
gloom in the innermost offices and 
its contaminating influences spread 
into the workshop, the ne^ income 
of this little more than half a mil- 
lion dollar concern was $459,000; to 
be exact the capital stock was 
$625,200 and the net income $459,200. 
. . . That year they paid dividends 
of $46,890."

year until in 1927 the net income 
was $1,471,402, Broughton continued.

Geneva—-GP)— An insistent appeal 


for American support for an orga- 
nization of international security 
under the auspices of the league of 
nations was expressed today by Jo- 
seph Paul-Boncour, French minister 
for war, in outlining the new 
French disarmament conference. 


His was a general analysis of the 


plan, revealing nothing which was 
not already known. The fundamen- 
tals of the plan advanced by Presi- 
dent Hoover, he said,, had the fun- 
damentals of the 
French plan 


which has amplified, perfected, or- 
ganized and applied the, Hoover 
principles according to the ideas 
ruling French policies. 


In general terms he spoke of the 


proposal, included in the plan, for 
consultation of all powers when 
war threatens for a European se- 
curity agreement, and for reestab- 
lishment in Europe of a conscrip- 
tion system on an equal basis for 
all. 


He promised reduction of arms 


on condition that the security plan 
is realized, but he refrained from 
indicating the extent or character 
of the reductions contemplated. 


Without mentioning Germany, he 


gave the committee to understand 
that the German claim to arms 
equality might be satisfied through 
execution of the proposal for in- 
augurating a conscription system in 
all European countries as a basis 
for the creation of defense forces. 
The word "equal" as regards treat- 
ment pf all nations occurred fre- 
quently during liis discourse. 


Under the French plan, he ex- 


plained all powers would consult in 
case of a threat of war, as proposed 
by Secretary of State Stimson Tin- 
der the Kellogg-Briand pact. In this 
"arrangement *?the United < States 
would be expected to abandon the 
advantages which neutrality gives, 
he said. 


The plan also includes a pact of 


mutual assistance, confined to the 
powers of continental Europe. 


The Frenchman asserted his plan 


provides for an increase in defen- 
sive and a reduction of offensive 
forces. 


International supervision of arm- 


aments is another essential. Cer- 
tain arms, especially powerful arms 
suited to attack, he, maintained, 
must be placed under the control o£ 
the league of nations for use by an 
international peace army organized 
under the league. This powerfully 
equipped international force would 
be placed at the disposal of a state 
designated as the object of aggres- 
sion. 


These measures, said M. Paul- 


Boncour, are directed at achieve- 
ment of international security, not 
merely the security of France. His 
own country, the delegate said, can 
take care of herself with her own 
resources. • 


Land, sea and air forces, strongly 


equipped and efficiently trained, 
must be placed at the disposal of 
the international security organiza- 
tion, he declared. 


For European powers the problem 


of effectives must be solved by or- 
ganizing the fighting personnel on 
a basis of conscription "with equal 
consideration for all states."

Ancient Tomb in Mexico 


Found'by Archaeologist 


Mexico City —CP)— The discovery 


of a marble-stepped ancient tomb 
whose doors may hide vast Indian 
treasures comparable to those ex- 
posed in January of this year, was 
officially disclosed at Oaxaca to- 
day by the noted Mexican archae- 
ologist, Dr. Alfonso Caso. 


The new find by Dr. Caso and 


his associates was regarded as of 
such importance that federal troops 
were sent to famous Monte Alban, 
where the tomb was found, to guard 
and aid the scientist in his work. 


The marble steps, almost hidden 


by the accumulation of many years 
led Dr. Caso to the door of the 
tomb. The discovery was made on- 
ly after careful and laborious work. 


The scientist immediately investi- 


gated the surroundings and decided 
that the shape and careful construc- 
tion of the shrine together with its 
size, warranted the belief that the 
structure had "enormous historical 
significance." 


The excavator said the external 


appearance led him to believe the 
discovery was as valuable or more 
so than the famous Mixtecan tomb 
he found on Monte Alban last Jan- 
uary. The scientific world hailed 
that discovery as the greatest in 
American archaeology and compar- 
able to the Tut-Ankh-Arrten discov- 
eries in Egypt a few years ago. 


The January find was labelled 


Tomb No. 7, and yielded precious 
relics of inestimable value, includ- 
ing the bodies of 10 Mixtec war- 
riors covered with mementos of 
gold, jade, pearl, amethyst, tur- 
quoise and alabaster, exquisitely 
carved. 


There were several crowns of 


pure gold, pearls as large as pigeon 
eggs, vases of gold representing the 
best the Mixtics could show in the 
way of civilization. The Mixtecs 
are believed to have preceded the 
Aztecs into Oaxaca, and their civil- 
ization held sway probably just be- 
fore the Spanish conquest, 400 years 
ago. '

Cooperation of 
Utility Concerns 


Failure Would Only Result 


In Delays and Needless 


Vexation, Claim 


Madison —(3>- The State Public 


Service commission informed utili- 
ties today through an order in an 
independent telephone case that 
lack of cooperation with the com- 
mission will result only in delays 
of regulation which will vex both 
the customers and the utilities. 


The commission ordered the Mid- 


way Telephone company to reduce 
its rates for rural service at Med- 
ford to $1.50 a month net, the 
same rates now being charged at 
Stetsonville and to fix a rate of 
$1.25 a month at Dorchester. 


In the order the commission took 


the Midway company to task for 
what it termed a non-cooperative 
attitude toward the rate complaints 
of Julius Miller and others at Med- 
ford where $2 a month was being 
charged for the same type of ser- 
vice given at Stetsonville for $1.50. 


The commission said the com- 


pany took the position that it 
should not offer complete evidence 
regarding its rates and operations 
until a case was made against it, 
and challenged the right of the 
commission to use old information 
in the commission's files unless the 
information were backed up by the 
testimony of the persons who pre- 
pared it 


Wants Quick Action 


"If every utility in the state, 


when the reasonableness of its ex- 
isting rates was challenged, adopt- 
ed a non-cooperative attitude, the 
duties of this commission would be 
immeasurably increased and delays 
in disposing of cases would vex 
both customers and the utilities," 
the commission said. "Certainly it 
is to the interest of all parties that 
complaints be expeditiously dispos- 
ed of." 


In overruling the company's con- 


tention that the commission should 
not consider material in its files 
from previous studies the order 
said: 


"This commission has been en- 
deavoring to speed up the processes 
of regulation and avoid the delays 
associated with formal legal pro- 
ceedings. If this company were de- 
liberately seeking to thwart these 
efforts of the commission, it could 
not choose a better method than to 
insist successfully that the technical 
knowledge deposited in the com- 
mission's files at great expense over 
a period of years should be junk- 
ed. We cannot accept this view."

dent was reelected. 


The speech was made public 


aboard the president's train as he 
campaigned through Indiana 
and 
Illinois toward Springfield to make 
the address. 


The president said that in 1864, 


with the country in deep gloom and 
the Democrats demanding a change 
of leadership at Washington, the 
nation declined emphatically to 
turn aside to untried policies and 
experimental leaders and reelected 
Lincoln. 


"The same alternatives are before 


the country today that lay before it 
in that momentous campaign of 
nearly three quarters of a century 
ago," he said. "The choice that the 
American people made in 1864 was 
made on Nov. 8, the choice they are 
called to make in 1932 will be made 
on Nov. 8. My fellow citizens, can 
we doubt whatuthe choice will be?" 


"The turn in the tide of the Civil 


war was made at Gettysburg. The 
turn in the tide in this crisis was 
made in the last winter and just aa 
after Gettysburg long months of 
^continual battle-were required ta 
bring'abtrat the saving of the union 
in the same manner we must con- 
tinue the fight today to recover our 
prosperity and to preserve the so- 
cial and political principals 
for 


which Abraham-Lincoln stood." 


In Ms speech prepared for deliv- 


ery in the,heart of Illinois agricul- 
tural area, the cMef executive re- 
iterated the 12 policies he enunciat- 
ed in Ms Des Moines speech a 
month ago today, for the relief of 
agriculture, and . commented on 
Franklin D. Eoosevelfs "apparent 
reactions" to them.

"We must not press analogies too 


far. But I believe you will agree 
with me as we examine the record 
that certain phases of the conflict 
between the states will help to a 
better understanding 
of 
recent 
events." 


Reviewing the history of the Civ- 


il war, with its period of "almost 
unrelieved gloom for the Union for- 
ces," and the approach of the presi- 
dential campaign in 1854, the presi- 
dent said: "We know now, what 
could not be known at the time that 
the real victory had been won at 
Gettysburg; that the forces against 
the Union, gallant as they were, 
and actuated by the deepest con- 
victions, has been overcome in the 
long struggle of the 
proceeding 


years. 
Yet this fundamental fact 


was still obscured by the smoke of 
battle. 


Country Was Discouraged 


"Lincoln was renominated. 
But 


the country was profoundly dis- 
heartened. It felt it ha-1 made enor- 
mous sacrifices and made them in 
vain. The wave of discouragement 
that swept over the country in the 
summer of 1864 was so extreme that 
on Aug. 23, Lincoln prepared his 
famous secret memorandum: 'This 
morning,' he wrote, 'as for some 
days past it seems 
exceedingly 


probable that this administration 
will not be reelected. Then it will 
be my duty to so cooperate with the 
president-elect «s to save the Union

"I believe this brief outline of 


the progress of events in a crisL 
that confronted a previous genera- 
tion may help us to adjust appre- 
ciation of what has happened in the 
years just past and what is happen- 
ing today," he said. 


Met "Disruptive Forces" 


"In 1860 as in 1929, the country 


was unexpectedly faced with a 
great calamity. Then as now, the 
disruptive forces gathered strength 
and for a time their progress seem- 
ed irresistable. Then as now, the 
resources of the nation were mo- 
bilized and organized in a cam- 
paign that finally ended the initial 
retreat. 


"Then as now, the strategy of 


campaigns of 'many fronts produc- 
ed their inevitable results. Then, 
as now, advances began here anc 
there, so coordinated as to lead to 
the final 
triumph. But then, as 


now, 
the nation 
had undergone 


such strain, it was reeling under so 
many blows, that even after the 
advance had begun many failed to 
realize what had happened. 


"Today our opponents are de- 


claring in their platform, in words 
strangely reminiscent of those used 
by their predecessors in Chicago 68 
years ago, that the struggle of this 
administration against the depres' 
sion has been a failure and that 'the 
only hope of 
improving present 


conditions'—I quote from the pres- 
ent Democratic platform—'lies in a 
drastic change in economic govern- 
mental policies.' 


"So in 1864 the Democrats de- 


clared that 'after 
four years of 


failure to restore the Union by the 
experiment of war'—again I am 
quoting from their platform—that 
mmediate efforts be made for a 
cessation of hostilities.' "So again 
toi.ay, as in 1864 in the midst of 
a great war they call for a change 
of leadership and a policies at 
Washington. 


"'In spite of the hardships, priva- 


ions and other difficulties of the 
ime, the nation in 1864 refused"' to 
>e swerved from a course that had 
urned the retreat into an advance. 
It supported the policies whose 
value had been tested under the 
fiery strain of the struggle. 


"By its election mandate it di- 


•ected those to whom it had en- 
rusted leadership, to go forward 
with the campaign strategy whose 
results already were in evidence, 
t declined emphatically to turn 


aside to untried policies and ex- 
perimental leadership." 


Hoover told a crowd that pushed 


and shoved him at Gary, Ind, in ^n 
effort to hear 
his words, that a 


million men had returned to work 
since congress adjourned and add- 
ing "if you want a million more to 
find work, return the Republican 
administration."

Radiation Flares 


Scientists Find TJltra-VioIet 


'Fireworks* Inside

Flares of ultra-Violet light — a 
new kind of health "pill"—can.be! 
set off inside the human body by a 
radiation discovery of _the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. 


The flares are, chemicals, inject- 


ed into the body by hypodermic 
needle. They are in some -ways 
startlingly like the colored light 
flares-of fireworks. 


Like the fireworks, these human 


flares have different colors. Ultra- 
violet being. invisible has no color 
that the eye can detect? but it has 
different wavelengths, 
which are 


the cause of the 
visible, colors. 


These invisible wavelengths can 
oe varied in the body light acord- 
ing to the kind of chemical in- 
jected. 


Also like fireworks the chemical 


flares have to be set off. These hu- 
man flares are lighted by a beam 
of X-rays. Unlike fireworks they do 
not keep on.blaring automatically, 
but only as long as the X-rays are 


turned upon them. Hence they are 
controllable in several respects for 
use in fighting diseased spots in 
the body.

What the uses may be are now 


unknown, since the development 
has just been'announced to the sci- 
entific world at the .American 
Chemical Society meeting in Den-

They were developed during can- 


cer research by Dr. Ellice McDon- 
ald, director, and Dr. Al J. Allen, 
physicist, of the Cancer Research 
Laboratories of the University of 
Pennsylvania. Dr. McDonald credit- 


ed discovery of. the, chemicals to 
Dr. Allen. 


The invisible flares frfH small liv- 


ing cells. So they promise to act" as 
a new sort of 
surgical knife, or 


even as a local purge, for diseased 
spots in the body. Some cells are 
killed by one ultra-violet wave- 
length, or color, -while other cella 
require a different wavelength for 
lethal results. 


The Pennsylvania discoveries, in- 


dicate that by varying the colors 
of their flares physicians can select 
waves possibly effective against. a 
particular, disease.

PRIVATE TRAFFIC IN ARMS 


Press reports have indicated 
the 


American delegation at Geneva as opposed 
to the French suggestion that private 
traffic in arms should be discontinued, or 
at least substantially restricted. 


American opposition to the French sug- 


gestion is that any such restriction to 
private trade is unconstitutional but it 
has been pointed out that no such ob- 
jection prevented the United States from 
entering into the 1931 convention limit- 
ing and controlling the manufacture of 
narcotics. 


Furthermore, the treaty powers of the 


federal government permit a wide lati- 
tude in dealing with any subject of in- 
ternational importance unless expressly 
forbidden by the Constitution. It would 
seem also that the war powers of Congress 
could be applied effectively toward re- 
stricting private manufacture and sale of 
arms, provided such a plan 
could be 


worked out through international agree- 
ment. 


Without doubt, private munition manu- 


facturers exert powerful influence^ over- 
the disarmament policies of various coun- 
tries. Governments have fostered the pri- 
vate manufacture of arms because it is 
"only by permitting private firms to export 
where they like in times of peace that 
munition factories can be kept up to the 
capacity which is required in time of war. 


By effectively stopping this traffic a 


long forward step will have been taken 
toward the goal of world disarmament. 
Similarly, progress can be made toward 
solving our national crime -problem by 
adopting uniform state laws controlling 
and greatly restricting the manufacture 
and sale of small arms and sub-machine 
guns within our borders.

A CHANGED NEWSPAPER DRESS 


When The London Times of Oct. 3, reaches 
this country, its readers here will at first think 
that it has suffered a sea change. The very title 
on the first page is to be changed from the fa- 
miliar Gothic to a plain Roman lettering. Also 
the rules at the top of the page are changed 
along with the date line. Inside, the headlines 
are to be changed somewhat in corresponding 
fashion and a new font of type, especially de- 
signed and cut, is to be used in all the reading 
matter. The explanatory statement argues that 
consideration for the reader under new condi- 
tions more trying to the eye than the old has 
been the, mam reason for this alteration in 
style.

Yet speci- 
mens of the old type sid_e by side with the new 
are not wholly convincing. The new font' is a 
bit larger and blacker but, in order to attain 
the purpose of getting as many words into a 
column, the letters- are more closely spaced. 
Of course, skilled medical advice has been tak- 
en in regard to the change of type, but after 
all, in such matters a great deal depends upon 
custom and the prejudices acquired by differ- 
ent eyes!

tors of The London Times promise to maintain 
the prestige of that newspaper, so long main- 
tained and so well deserved, for accuracy in 
printing. The same care which it has bestowed 
upon the selection and arrangement of news it 
has given to the paper's proof-reading. Long a 
model of excellence, it is to be hoped that noth- 
ing will be allowed to interfere with it. And 
it may confidently be expected that The Lon- 
don Times, in whatever dress it may adopt, will 
continue to display those high journalistic qual- 
ities which "apparel the apparel."—New York 
Times.

For 15 years Mrs. Cole has been 


their unofficial "postmistress," for- 
warding letters and "telegrams to 
'and from all parts of the globe and 
maintaining communication with 
the scattered bands. 


"They are coming back now," 


says Mrs..Cole. 'Tve been-getting 
letters from South America-, Aus- 
tralia, Europe and South Africa 
which indicate -lots of .them are 
planning' an' early return to the 
United States. It seems like a good 
omen for the 'return' of' prosperity; 
gypsies always seem to know where 
money is being made." •

The case of Miller Costello is 


typical. Miller is the father of 


Steve Costello, king of the Spanish 
gypsy tribes in America. He left 
the United States in the summer of 
1929—at a. time when most Ameri- 
cans probably thought prosperity 
was here to stay.

Costello -was in Brazil. He wrote
